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SELECTMEN’S  REPORT 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  Dighton: 

In  presenting*  onr  annual  report,  we  beg  to  call  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  necessity  for  better  and  permanent  roads  out¬ 
side  of  the  main  thoroughfares. 

The  disappearance  of  the  horse  as  a  power  unit  with 
a  propelling  capacity  of  from  four  to  six  miles  per  hour, 
and  the  advent  of  the  motor  vehicles,  traveling  three  times 
faster  and  carrying  a  load  live  times  greater,  imperative¬ 
ly  demands  that  all  our  roads  should  be  of  the  best  type. 

This  radical  change  makes  an  additional  demand  on  our 
resources  beyond  our  financial  ability  to  meet. 

Formerly  our  roads  outside  of  the  main  thoroughfares 
were  mainly  for  local  use,  serving  a  clientage  within  a  rad¬ 
ius  of  twenty  miles.  Now  the  extent  of  their  patronage  is 
the  county,  the  State  and  the  Nation. 

The  National  Government  and  the  Commonwealth  are 
aiding  in  good  road  construction,  and  we  feel  that  the 
County  should  join  heartily  and  liberally  with  the  coun¬ 
try  towns  in  highway  work. 

A  very  much  needed  improvement  has  been  commenced 
this  season  on  Lincoln  Avenue,  and  will  be  completed  in 
the  spring.  The  contractor  was  delayed  by  the  Street  Rail¬ 
way. 

The  section  of  Tremont  Street  west  from  Lincoln  Ave., 
and  Elm  Street,  north  from  Main  Street,  were  completed. 

For  this  work  $30,000  was  appropriated. 
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Proposed  street  improvements  occupied  by  Electric 
Railway  should  be  delayed  when  track  rebuilding  is  con¬ 
templated. 

Nine  thousand  ($9,000)  dollars  has  been  spent  on  Wil¬ 
liams  Street,  the  state,  county  and  town  each  contributing 
$3,000  ;•  4,225  linear  feet  were  built.  The  work  on  this 
street  should  be  continued  the  coming  year.  The  Digh- 
ton  approach  to  Broad  Cove  Bridge  has  been  macadam¬ 
ized  at  a  cost  of  $1,493.09.  We  would  suggest  that  for  in¬ 
cidental  expense  a  larger -appropriation  be  made.  You  will 
find  this  year  there' is  quite  a  large  deficiency. 

You  will  find  elsewhere  detailed  reports  of  our  financial 
condition  from  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  and  a  report 
by  the  Road  Committee  on  the  cost  of  improvements  for 
next  year,  and  the  streets  and  bridges  most  needing  our 
attention.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  SEALER  OF  WEIGHTS  & 

MEASURES 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  Dighton: 

I  have  visited  the  storekeepers  and '  dealers  throughout 
the  town  and  tested  and  sealed  the  scales,  measures,  pumps, 
etc.,  that  are  used  in  weighing  or  measuring  for  the  public. 

Practically  all  the  scales  were  found  in  good  condition 
and  dealers  doing  their  best  to  see  that  the  public  were 
getting  16  ounces  in  every  pound  purchased.  Liquid  meas¬ 
ures  averaged  very  well  and  conformed  to  the  standard 
measuring  laws.  The  use  of  graduated  measures  is  not 
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allowed  in  this  state  and  dealers  should  see  to  it  that  they 
purchase  only  single  unit  measures  when  in  need  of  new 
ones. 

Any  graduated  measures  found  in  stores  or  in  posses¬ 
sion  of  dealers,  selling  by  liquid  measure,  wTill  be  confiscat¬ 
ed. 

My  appointment  to  the  responsible  position  of  Sealer  of 
Weights  and  Measures  means  much  to  me  personally,  and 
as  much  as  I  can  possibly  make  it  to  the  people  of  Dighton, 
whose  servant  I  am. 

My  work  means  much  to  the  public  and  business  men 
collectively,  as  it  advocates  the  doctrine  of  honesty  and 
fair  dealing,  which  doctrine  should  be  the  fundamental 
principle  of  all  men. 

The  growth  of  this  department  as  a  useful  institution  is 
conditioned  upon  work,  and  if  good  and  practical 
work  is  not  done  at  all  times,  the  department  has  no  justi¬ 
fication  for  existence.  The  work  of  an  official  Sealer  may 
technically  be  termed  “Making  Honesty’7.  On  his  vigi¬ 
lance  depends  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  the 
uniform  standard  of  honest  weights  and  measures  and  the 
prohibition  of  commercial  misconduct  in  general. 

The  official  Sealer  is  charged  with  the  enforcement  of  all 
laws  pertaining  to  weights  and  measures.  This  duty  does 
not  end  with  the  regular  annual  test,  by  means  of  which 
incorrect  apparatus  is  eliminated  and  correct  weighing  and 
measuring  devices  secured.  The  Sealer  must  make  fre¬ 
quent  examinations  and  inspections  of  scales,  measures 
and  package  commodities  to  see  that  the  public  is  receiv¬ 
ing  full  weight  and  measure  and  to  protect  the  dealer  from 
giving  excess  weight  and  measure.  Only  by  these  inspec¬ 
tions  is  it  possible  to  maintain  an  equal  basis  of  trade 
among  producers,  distributors  and  consumers. 

Storekeepers  and  dealers  using  scales  should  keep  them 
perfectly  clean,  and  moving  parts  free  from  dust  or  grit 
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as  this  tends  to  throw  a  perfectly  good  scale  out  of  balance. 
Scales  of  the  counter  type  must  rest  on  a  level,  rigid  base 
in  order  to  give  a  true  reading  in  pounds  and  ounces. 

Householders  having  test  scales  to  check  their  pur¬ 
chases,  may  have  them  tested  and  sealed  free  of  charge  by 
bringing  them  to  the  office. 

Commodities  in  package  form  must  have  the  net  con¬ 
tents  plainly  marked  on  the  outside  and  dealers  are  re¬ 
sponsible  if  weight  is  found  to  be  less  than  marked. 

Short-weight  bread  has  been  found  in  some  of  the  stores, 
but  the  managers  of  these  stores  upon  taking  up  the  mat¬ 
ter  with  the  bread  distributors  have  since  that  time  been 
receiving  full-weight  bread. 

Gasoline  pumps  at  filling  stations  have  been  tested  and 
inspected  and  found  to  be  correct  with  the  exception  of 
one  dealer  who  was  using  some  of  his  profits  by  giving  ex¬ 
cess  measure. 

Dealers  should  check  their  gasoline  and  oil  pumps  each 
morning  to  test  out  their  pumps,  as  a  daily  check  will  show 
them  just  where  they  stand  with  the  public.

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Report  of  the  Committee  appointed  to  present 
to  the  1920  Town  Meeting  a  Program 
.  of  Road  Building 


January  16th  there  was  held  a  meeting  of  this 
committee,  namely,  Mr.  Ralph  Earle,  Mr.  C.  C.  Mar¬ 
ble,  together  with  the  three  selectmen  and  Mr.  D.  F. 
Lane  and  myself  at  Mr.  Lane’s  house. 

We  went  over  this  question  of  roads  in  an  ef¬ 
fort  to  try  to  devise  some  plan,  that  would  be  apt  to 
prove  the  most  satisfactory  to  the  whole  town. 

The  four  pieces  of  road,  that  were  under  discus¬ 


sion  were  the  following: 

Resurfacing  of  Main  street,  in  South  Ligh¬ 
ten,  estimated  cost,  $  5,300 

Elm  street,  from  the  Somerset  line  to  Hart 

street,  estimated  cost,  21,300 

Center  street  to  Williams  street,  estimated 

cost,  15,370 

New  Bridge,  estimated  cost,  3,374 

Williams  street  from  Taunton  Pike,  south¬ 
erly  to  macadam,  estimated  cost,  14,700 

Forrest  street,  estimated  cost,  20,290 


You  will  note  the  total  for  all  these  roads  is 
something  over  $80,000,  a  good  deal  more  than  we 
can  possibly  expect  to  build  in  one  year. 

After  a  deal  of  discussion,  we  concluded  we 
would  recommend  to  the  town  the  following: 
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Allowance  for  part  of  road  at  Broad  Cove,  $12,500 


Resurfacing  Main  street,  5,300 

Bridge,  3,500 

Williams  street,  10,000 

Wall  along  the  river  on  Lincoln  avenue,  2,500 


This  recommendation  was  arrived  at  for  the  fol¬ 
lowing  reasons:  We  felt  unable  to  build  all  the 
road,  that  has  been  asked  for  at  Broad  Cove 
in  one  year  and  we  felt  some  provision  should  be  made 
to  build  part  of  the  road  in  Broad  Cove  this  year 
anyway.  It  appears  Main  street  in  South  Digh- 
ton  is  badly  in  need  of  re-surfacing,  and  that  it  is  go¬ 
ing  to  cost  more  to  do  this  work  the  longer  it  is  de¬ 
layed.  The  selectmen  feel  the  bridge  at  the  Brick 
is  unsafe  and  should  be  replaced  this  year.  We  felt 
Williams  street  from  the  Providence  Pike  South  is 
ravelling  badly,  that  there  is  a  good  surface  to  build 
on  this  next  year  and  that  it  will  cost  more  to  do 
Williams  street  if  the  job  is  delayed. 

You  know  we  are  getting  considerable  help  from 
'"he  state  on  the  plea  Williams  street  is  a  through 
highway  and  it  seems  consistent  we  should  clean  up 
this  job  on  Williams  street  before  beginning  to  build 
the  East  and  West  connections. 

To  judge  from  the  time  it  takes  to  do  bridge 
work,  it  would  look  like  good  judgment  not  to  try 
to  do  the  extension  of  macadam  on  Center  street  in 
the  same  year  the  bridge  is  built.

Voted  the  compensation  of  Treasurer  be  $400  per 
year,  plus  the  price  of  his  official  bond,  and  the  com¬ 
pensation  of  collector  be  1  per  cent,  of  the  commit¬ 
ment  of  taxes,  plus  the  price  of  his  official  bond. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  act  as  its 
agent  in  defending  suits  at  law  brought  against  the 
Town,  employ  legal  counsel  and  settle  claims. 

Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  153  of 
the  Acts  of  1916;  an  act  relative  to  the  license  fee  for 
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slaughter  houses  in  towns  having  less  than  ten  thou¬ 
sand  inhabitants. 

Voted  that  Charles  S.  Chase,  Lester  M.  Briggs, 
Josiah  S.  Place,  E.  E.  Lincoln,  George  E.  Hathaway 
and  George  M.  Chase  be  a  committee  of  six  to  build  the 
macadam  road  on  Lincoln  Ave.,  on  Tremont  Street 
and  Elm  Street.  The  first  three  from  the  south  vil¬ 
lage  and  the  last  three  from  the  north  village. 

Voted  that  the  Towm  Officials  be  bonded  by  the 
Massachusetts  Bonding  Company. 

Voted  that  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approv¬ 
al  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of 
the  revenue  of  the  financial  year,  beginning  Jan.  1, 
1919,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable 
within  one  year.  Any  debt  or  debts  incurred  under  this 
vote  to  be  paid  from  the  revenue  of  said  financial  year. 

At  the  adjourned  annual  town  meeting,  April  5, 
1919,  on  motion  of  Joseph  K.  Milliken,  voted,  where¬ 
as  the  Town  of  Dighton  in  conjunction  with  the  Mass. 
Highway  Commission  have  commenced  the  macadam¬ 
izing  of  Williams  Street  from  the  Taunton  boundary 
line  to  the  Swansea  line  and  have  nearly  completed 
one  half  of  its  length ;  a  street  leading  southerly  from 
Winthrop  Street,  Taunton,  at  Wade’s  Corner.  This 
year  the  Town  has  appropriated  $3,000  to  extend  the 
construction;  the  commission  have  allotted  a  like  sum 
from  the  Auto  License  fees.  It  is  a  street  that  accom¬ 
modates  a  northern  section  of  the  county  with  the 
southern ;  namely,  Taunton,  Norton,  Attleboro  and 
Mansfield  with  the  Swansea  macadam  roads,  making 
connection  with  Fall  River,  the  summer  homes  on  Mt. 
Hope  Bay  and  Swansea  Rivers,  Warren  and  Bristol. 
Therefore,  the  Town  in  town  meeting  assembled,  ask 
the  Honorable  Board  of  County  Commissioners  to 
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grant  an  allotment  from  the  county  funds  to  further 
extend  construction  the  present  year. 

Voted  that  all  unexpended  balances  be  expended 
for  the  purpose  to  which  they  were  originally  intend¬ 
ed. 

Voted  that  the  Collector  of  Taxes  have  the  same 
power  as  a  Town  Treasurer  in  collecting  the  taxes. 

Voted  to  authorize  and  instruct  the  Selectmen  to 
fill  all  vacancies  in  offices  by  appointment. 

Voted  to  instruct  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  com¬ 
mittee  of  three  to  report  at  the  next  annual  town  meet¬ 
ing  as  to  which  roads  in  town  should  be  improved  first. 
The  committee  were  Joseph  K.  Milliken,  Charles  C. 
Marble  and  Ralph  Earle. 

A  special  town  meeting  was  held  on  April  5,  at 
which  Charles  S.  Chase  was  chosen  moderator.  The 
article  to  be  considered  was  to  see  if  the  Town  will 
improve  Elm  Street,  south  from  Richmond  Hill.  No 
action  was  taken. 

A  special  town  meeting  was  held  on  May  3,  1919. 
Charles  S.  Chase  was  chosen  moderator.  Voted  that 
the  Selectmen  be  authorized  in  behalf  of  the  Town  to 
make  any  and  all  contracts  for  the  construction  of  the 
section  of  Williams  Street  which  it  was  voted  to  build 
at  the  annual  town  meeting  held  March  3,  1919.

Super  in  ten  dent’s  Report 


To  the  School  Committee  of  Dighton: 

Teachers 

In  school  history,  this  year  is  prominent  for  at 
least  one  characteristic,  the  shortage  of  teachers.  This 
cannot  be  attributed  to  continued  war  work  nor  to  a 
shortage  of  workers  in  any  special  held.  Doubtless  the 
continued  increased  prices  of  nearly  every  commodity 
and  the  low  salary  of  the  teacher,  compared  with  the 
wage  of  the  so-called  laboring  man  or  woman,  are  the 
chief  factors.  There  is  a  serious  fault  somewhere, 
when  one  hundred  and  forty-three  thousand  teach¬ 
ers  leave  the  profession  in  a  single  year,  as  they  did 
during  the  past  twelve  months  in  the  United  States. 
As. yet,  the  fact  that  a  teacher  must  support  herself 
fifty-two  weeks  each  year,  has  not  impressed  the 
public  deeply  enough  to  secure  a  merited  wage.  Too 
often  her  salary  is  estimated  upon  the  number  of 
weeks  that  the  school  is  in  session.  Furthermore,  it 
is  not  considered  necessary  to  give  any  thought  to  the 
fact  that  when  a  teacher  is  compelled  to  spend  her 
vacation  working  in  some  factory,  that  teacher  re¬ 
turns  to  her  school  work  of  the  next  year  less  efficient 
than  she  would  have  had  she  been  given  the  weeks  for 
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study  and  some  thought  upon  her  approaching  school 
problems.  As  never  before  the  teacher  must  be  better 
educated,  have  some  degree  of  professional  training, 
give  more  thought  to  her  work,  read  more  widely  for 
assistance  and  culture,  attend  more  educational  meet¬ 
ings,  in  short,  be  a  member  of  a  profession  that  is 
the  foundation  of  all  educational  training. 

That  the  teacher  has  the  deciding  vote  whether 
she  will  accept  or  reject  any  offered  position  is  not 
to  be  considered  out  of  present  day  order.  The  expect¬ 
ation  is  not  to  be  fostered  that  in  a  few  years  the 
schools,  with  all  their  environment,  will  return  to 
pre-war  conditions.  Wisdom  indicates  that  all  school 
workers  must  be  received  on  a  par  with  the  best  that 
any  community  has  to  give,  because  the  work  that  is 
done  inside  the  school  and  the  influence  exerted  there 
by  the  teacher  is  equal  to  or  exceeds  any  other  influ¬ 
ence  that  makes  for  stable  democracy.  Without  con¬ 
tradiction  it  may  be  asserted  that  there  is  no  other 
profession  or  association  that  has  as  high  a  percent¬ 
age  of  loyal  men  and  women  as  the  teachers’  profes¬ 
sion.  Real  dependable  loyalty  to  things  that  are  right 
and  pure,  at  this  hour,  is  worthy  of  conservation. 

Hundreds  of  schools  throughout  this  country  are 
closed  for  lack  of  teachers.  This  applies  to  all  grades. 
The  normal  schools  have  less  pupils,  by  comparison, 
than  many  other  educational  institutions.  Further¬ 
more  the  increased  number  of  graduates  from  col¬ 
leges  and  technical  schools  would  not  completely  fill 
the  depleted  ranks  of  the  teaching  profession  even  if 
they  entered  the  work  in  large  numbers.  This,  in  con¬ 
junction  with  the  wage  problem,  becomes  the  deter¬ 
mining  factor  as  to  who  must  teach  school.  Had  not 
married  women  and  single  women,  who  years  ago 
voluntarily  left  the  profession,  thinking  never  again 
to  take  up  the  work,  listened  to  the  appeals  of  the  sup- 
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erintendent  and  committee  and  realizing  the  unusual 
need  for  school  workers,  returned  to  their  former 
work,  very  many  more  schools  would  have  been  closed 
permanently.  The  age  when  applicants  are  waiting  in 
line  to  teach  rural  schools,  perhaps  under  unpleasant 
surroundings,  is  forever  past.  All  angles  having  been 
considered,  what  must  be  done  to  keep  the  schools  on 
a  proper  working  basis?  First,  the  teacher  must  be 
received  as  a  member  of  society  suitable  to  her  pro¬ 
fession  and  be  given  comfortable  working  conditions. 
Second,  she  must  receive  a  salary  that  will  afford  her 
a  good  living  for  the  whole  year,  and  again,  this  sal¬ 
ary  must  be  large  enough  to  lay  aside  a  fair  amount 
for  the  years  of  less  active  life.  No  so-called  pension 
can  compensate  for  a  wage  that  half  starves  the  teach¬ 
er.  The  teacher  is  surely  coming  into  her  inheritance, 
social,  educational,  financial.  The  financial  side  must 
be  met  in  a  spirit  of  fairness  and  justice  to  all  con¬ 
cerned  interests  or  the  schools  will  be  limited  in  their 
usefulness. 


Conditions  of  School  Buildings 

Ever  since  the  South  school  building  was  re¬ 
modeled  a  few  years  ago,  there  have  been  days  during 
each  school  year  when  it  is  impossible  to  heat  the  two 
west  rooms,  one  room  on  each  floor,  because  not 
enough  radiators  were  installed.  Also  the  halls  on  both 
sides  of  the  building  are  not  properly  and  sufficiently 
heated.  Furthermore,  the  ventilation  of  all  parts  of 
the  building  is  not  as  perfect  as  it  ought  to  be  where 
nearly  two  hundred  children  are  housed  for  a  large 
part  of  the  day.  This  last  fault  is  due  to  the  mis¬ 
placing  of  walls  and  radiators  in  the  basement.  Con¬ 
sidering  a  term  of  years  it  would  be  economy  to  cor¬ 
rect  the  above  mentioned  faults  and  also  to  properly 
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enclose  the  porches  during  the  colder  weather.  This 
-  would  give  additional  heat  to  both  halls  and  rooms 
where  most  needed. 

The  new  building  at  North  Dighton  has  always 
had  one  serious  defect,  namely,  the  mal-odor  arising 
from  the  boys5  toilet.  This  is  so  persistent  that  a  win¬ 
dow  must  be  kept  partially  open  while  the  building 
is  occupied.  There  is  but  one  way  to  correct  this  fault 
and  that  is  to  connect  the  cesspool  with  the  main 
sewer.  The  slope  of  the  land  and  the  imperviousness 
of  the  soil  make  this  necessary. 

Several  of  the  rural  school  buildings  have  been  en¬ 
larged  during  the  past  few  years,  so  that  reasonable 
accommodations  are  furnished  all  the  pupils  of  those 

localities.  But  with  the  exception  of  Broad  Cove,  none 
of  the  buildings  have  a  workable  system  of  ventilation. 
School  and  office  workers  acutely  realize  the  advan¬ 
tages  of  fresh,  warm  air  in  securing  the  maximum  re¬ 
sults  in  their  business.  Since  there  is  a  persistent  ten¬ 
dency  for  children  to  leave  school  as  soon  as  they  can, 
there  is  the  greater  need  to  do  the  most  intensive 
teaching  possible  while  the  child  does  attend  school. 
It  is  impossible  to  do  this  sort  of  work  unless  the  sur¬ 
rounding  conditions  are  such  that  both  teacher  and 
pupil  can  work  at  their  best  and  also  physically  feel 
the  incentive  to  do  it.  Failure  to  recognize  this  fact 
and  properly  adjust  all  interests  in  accordance  with 
it  daily,  leads  to  a  loss  of  time  and  energy  and  creates 
an  atmosphere  detrimental  to  all  interests  involved. 
The  remedy  is  neither  elaborate  nor  expensive.  The 
insertion  of  a  register  or  construction  of  a  small  fire¬ 
place  in  the  chimney  quite  near  the  floor  would  meet 
general  needs. 
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With  pleasure  we  express  our  thanks  to  the  teach¬ 
ers  and  all  others  who  have  aided  in  making  the 
school  work  of  the  year  successful.
